the defects of the present charter and there are majiy others equally 
bad or even worse. 


The number of members in ihe council is too small. ' I t is not 


always safe to submit the entire interests of the city to tha judgment! 
of three icen, however capable. 
Three competent men may exercise as 


good judgment in any particular case as would twenty; but it is not 
always easy to get men whose training and experience would enable 
them to' guard the city's best interests at all points. 
The men elected 


under the commission charter have perhaps done tho best they could, 
but the system under which they are compelled to work is wrong and 
should be changed as soon as possible. 


On October 18, the new charter will be submitted to tho voters and 


it- is hoped that all those who wish for better government and a lower 
tax rate will vote for its adoption. 
Tho high tnx rate scares away 


business, discourages enterprise, and unless quickly reduced will cause 
a. period of retrogression at a time when the great demand is for ;m tints 
aggressive'movemcnt forward in every department of municipal progress. 


In a municipal council of iifieen with nine members representing the 


various wards, we believe there would be more conservatism in the dis- 
bursement of the people's money and more vigilance in seeing that the 
money is properly expended. But under the new charter the council 
would have nothing to do with the administrative functions of govern- 
ment, as the heads of departments would be held strictly accountable 
for the results. So far as the instrument hns been analyzed by the best 
authorities, it hns been conceded to be vastly superior to the present 
charter although by no means perfect. 
But a change is urgently needed 


and the new charter offers the promise of better government, better serv- 
ice and at ihe same time a reduction in the tax rate. 
That is practi- 


cally all the people ean n?k under Ihe most ideal administration.
